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Work continues despite club closure 


A ROYAL British Legion (RBL) branch in the 
Blackdown Hills has been awarded the Crediton 
Cup by Devon County RBL. 

The cup was awarded to the Honiton Branch on Saturday, 
January 7th in recognition of the branch’s “initiative and 
sterling work that continues despite the closure of the 
club”. 

As previously reported, the Royal British Legion Club in 
Honiton closed last year and its role as a meeting point for 
people in the community has made the RBL’s task of 
honouring Remembrance day and raising money all the 
more difficult according to committee member Chris 
Sinden. 

Mr Sinden said: “The closure of the club had a big 
impact on the branch but it has managed to continue 
despite the closure. 

“We’ve got to work much harder to keep our profile in 


Honiton.” 

Mr Sinden also told how the branch is looking at ways to 
maintain its connection with the Honiton community by 
setting up their own website, putting up a notice board and 
handing out flyers. 

Despite the closure of the club, Honiton RBL was still 
able to raise a significant sum of money with their poppy 
appeal last year which Mr Sinden put down to “continuing 
in the face of adversity”. 

When asked about the possibility of reopening the club 
Mr Sinden commented that the club was an uneconomical 
model and like many other clubs and pubs across the 
country simply couldn’t support itself. 

However he did add: “When the site is closed and sold 
we can think about looking for a small place. But that 
won’t be for two or three years. We’re looking at the long 
term.”

Marcus Tribe was one of the attendees, the man 
who lives in a wood near Tiverton, and has been on 
television a lot, and is a very interesting character. He 
sustains his wood fuel supply solely from hedgerows 
and uses the material from his wood to make other 
products and charcoal. 

The Blackdown Hills Woodland Fair will be on July 
7th this year — not long now. There is already great 
interest from new stall holders and attractions. 

The Blackdown Hills Trust together with the Beef, 
Butterflies and Trees project, is hoping to bring some 
of the Long Horn Cattle that have been grazing in the 
Neroche Forest (movement restrictions allowing). 

There will be lots of things for the kids to do, with 
local food and products. The pole climbers will be 
back along with the local contractors competitions, 
there will be four horse loggers this year and a 
Blackdown Hills woodland art marquee. It is your 
woodland show so if you think we should do 
something we have not already thought of then get in 
touch and we will see what we can do.

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Council thrilled 
with superfast 
broadband bid

A FASTER broadband campaign 
in the Blackdown Hills area got 
off to a great start by achieving a 
quarter of its target in just four 
days. 

The Connecting Devon and 
Somerset Superfast Broadband 
campaign amassed 2,500 registrations 
during the initial four days, and 
organisers are hopeful of reaching the 
10,000 target. 

Internet and email users in Somerset 
can support the campaign by 
answering a survey, which will be 
used to prove that there is a strong 


demand for superfast broadband and 
persuade private broadband 
companies to invest in Somerset and 
Devon. 

The Connecting Devon and 
Somerset is a joint venture involving 
Somerset County Council, Devon 
County Council and other local 
authorities. 

Somerset County Council member 
David Hall said: “We are very thrilled 
by the response so far and I’d like to 
thank all those that have responded. 

“This is tremendous news and 
shows that there is substantial demand 
for superfast broadband. It’s vital we 
have the whole picture though, so we 
need to ask as many people as 


possible to take part. 

“It’s a short survey and free to take 
part — people can either log on to 
www.connectingdevonandsomerset.c 
o.uk or call 0844 4636887 to 
contribute to the survey. 

“As part of the research, the speed of 
your current broadband will be 
measured, so you know what you’re 
actually getting at the moment. 

“We also want to know about what 
you use the net for at present and what 
you could do if it was faster and more 
reliable. 

“It’s very simple and we’ll talk you 
through it — just ring or click to sign 
up.” 

• So far, the Connecting Devon and 


Somerset programme has secured £31 
million of funding from the 
government agency Broadband 
Delivery UK (BDUK) and both 
Somerset and Devon county councils 
are putting in up to £10 million each. 

Further investment is needed from 
private companies to make sure the 
target to provide 85 per cent of the 
county with superfast broadband by 
2015 and 100 per cent by 2020, is 
achieved. 

• The programme aims to provide 
100 per cent broadband coverage of 
2Mbps with a minimum of 85 per cent 
superfast broadband at 24Mbps by 
2015 and superfast broadband for all 
by 2020. 


Christmas tree 
recycle scheme 
grows - double 
from the start 


A LOCAL authority’s 
Christmas tree recycling 
scheme continues to grow. 

East Devon District Council 
(EDDC) ran the scheme over four 
days from January 4th-7th, inviting 
householders to bring their 
Christmas tree to one of eight 
locations for recycling, free of 
charge. 

The recycling locations were in 
Axminster, Broadclyst, Budleigh, 
Exmouth, Honiton, Ottery St Mary, 
Seaton and Sidmouth. 

A total of 639 Christmas trees 
were received by EDDC staff and 
put through a wood chipper. 

EDDC bosses say the number of 
trees received has doubled since the 
first year of operation, 2008. 

The woodchip produced is 
composted at EDDC’s depot in 
Sidmouth and will be used as a 
water-retaining, weed-suppressing 
mulch on shrubberies around the 
district in 2012. 


Councillor Iain Chubb, EDDC’s 
portfolio holder for environment, 
commented: “This is an example of 
useful recycling and I am delighted 
to see the people of east Devon 
embracing the initiative. 

“Not only is it an excellent way 
for residents to get rid of their old 
trees, without having to travel far to 
do so, but it will also have a 
positive long-term impact on the 
environment. 

“Following the launch of the 
scheme in 2008, more people have 
taken advantage of the facilities this 
year and eight towns and villages 
are now involved.” 

The location-by-location statistics 
are as follows, with last year’s 
number of trees in brackets: 
Ax mi nster 64 (44), Budleigh 57 
(32), Honiton 60 (50), Ottery St 
Mary 87 (69), Ex mouth 157 (138), 
Sidmouth 138 (128), Seaton 56 
(53) Broadclyst 20 (this was the 
first year of participation). 


Devon needs £5million for its roads, MP Parish tells Government 


TIVERTON and Honiton MP 
Neil Parish believes that a 
Winter Damage Grant of 
£5million for road repairs would 
be suitable for Devon. 

During the last two years, Devon 
County Council (DCC) has received 
Winter Damage Grants totalling 


£12.9million — £9.3 million last 
year and £3.6million the previous 
year. 

The county council wrote to the 
Government asking for another grant 
this year. 


But DCC didn’t specify how much 
it would like. 

MP Parish, however, feels 
£5million would be appropriate, and 
has told the Government so. 

In a letter to The Rt Hon Justine 


Greening MP, Secretary of State for 
Transport, Mr Parish wrote: “I 
believe that an additional £5million 
grant to spend in 2012-13 would 
allow Devon to target more rural 
roads and I have been informed by 


DCC that with this additional 
funding they would expect to deliver 
around 400 schemes across Devon. 

“It is vital to Devon’s economy that 
the road network is kept in usable 
condition. 


“The rural nature of Devon and the 
poor transport infrastructure means 
that driving is a necessity for many 
people who rely on the roads to 
access public services and local 
businesses.”

Tne estuary is awash with 
hird activity for all to see 


NOW, were you aware that 
February 14th was not only St 
Valentine’s Day, but also the 
start of National Nest Box 
Week? 

To mark the occasion, a special 
workshop called Love your birds 
was held at the Healthy Living 
Centre in Hemyock. 

The idea is to allow families to 
learn how to build nest boxes and to 
attract and feed birds in their 
gardens. 

■ One of my regular 
correspondents, Alison Tottenham, 
has sent me a long email, touching 
on various topics, and badgers in 
particular. 

She writes: “I thoroughly agree 
with your comments on the badger 
cull. At best it should be left to 
farmers and government 


personnel/Natural England staff 
should be kept completely out of it”. 

She makes the point that TB 
normally strikes when badgers are 
“run down” and highly stressed, 
perhaps by over-crowding. Farmers 
should be allowed free rein to cull 
some of the huge setts, writes 
Alison. 

“By which I do not mean kill all of 
them, but just a few across the age 
range, so gradually decreasing the 
breeding population to a size the 
locality can cope with”. 

Why on earth, wonders Alison, do 
we not simply vaccinate cattle? In 
addition, the strain of TB in cattle 
and badgers cannot infect humans. 

Unfortunately, once government 
bureaucrats and pseudo-scientists 
become involved in issues affecting 
wildlife, farming and the 
countryside the end result is 


invariably cack-handed and 
impractical! 

■ News from the East Devon 
Branch of the Devon Birdwatching 
and Preservation Society which 
recently met at Axmouth Harbour 
Bridge for a field meeting. 

Amongst the species spotted by 
the 22 members was a red-throated 
diver, several great-crested grebes, a 
kingfisher, peregrine, sparrowhawk, 
linnets, fieldfares and two 
Mediterranean gulls amongst many 
others. 

The wide variety of birds seen is a 
wonderful reflection on the success 
of the Axe Estuary Wetlands project. 

The marshes and surrounding area 
is now one of most important 
wildlife centres in the South-West. 

A Winter Bird Festival was held on 
Saturday, February 25th at the Axe 
Estuary Wetland, starting with a bird 


ringing breakfast at 8am. From 
10am there were guides in the 
Island, Tower and Colyford 
Common hides to help visitors 
identify birds and pick up 
birdwatching tips from the experts. 

There was also indoor art and craft 
activities to keep youngsters busy, 
including making bird feeders. 
Fraser Rush will be there also to 
discuss development of the 
Wetlands and to show plans for 
expansion of the nature reserve.

These prickly 
creatures are

It might not be a good idea to get too close - but two 
animal charities are asking as many people as possible 
to get involved in a big hedgehog study. 

Numbers of the prickly fellas are thought to be dropping, 
and experts want to find out how climate change might be 
affecting hedgehogs. 

Hedgehogs hibernate and it’s thought that warmer tempera¬ 
tures mean they emerge from their winter sleep earlier. 

So now you can help by recording when they are first spot¬ 
ted where you live. 

A big survey was first done in the UK forty years ago - and 
that discovered hedgehogs’ hibernation was affected by 
the temperature. 

Back in the 1950s there were a whopping 30 million hedge¬ 
hogs in the UK, but move forward 45 years to 1995 and that 
number is down to just 1.5 million. 

It’s probably dropped a lot further since then, too. 

A lot of this is to do with the countryside where they live 
being replaced by houses and buildings, but scientists 
want to know if a rise in temperature could have lowered 
numbers as well. 

To record any hedgehogs you spot this spring, you can 
head online to the British Hedgehog Preservation Society’s 
Hibernation Survey.

YOU can encourage birds 
into your garden by pro¬ 
viding plenty of places 
to nest. A nestbox is an 
excellent substitute for a 
tree hole and many differ¬ 
ent species will use one. 
The species you attract 
will depend on the loca¬ 
tion, the type of box and 
the size of the entrance 
hole. 

Put your box in a quiet 
place out of the reach of 
cats, generally between 
two and five metres up a 
tree, fence or wall. Try 
to face it between north 
and east, as this avoids 
strong sunlight and the 
wettest winds. Tilt the box 
forward slightly so that 
driving rain hits the roof 
and does not enter the 
box. Put different types 
of box in different places 
around the garden. For 


instance, put open-fronted 
nestboxes low down and 
hide them well in vegeta¬ 
tion to attract robins and 
wrens. 

It is important to clean 
out your nestboxes dur¬ 
ing the winter every year. 
This will prevent a build 
up of debris and remove 
parasites such as fleas. 
If you put in a handful of 
clean hay or wood shav¬ 
ings, birds may use it as a 
winter roost. 

RSPB nestboxes are 
available from our mail 
order catalogue and RSPB 
shops. But why not make 
one yourself? 

All our wooden nest¬ 
boxes are made from wood 
from sustainable sources 
or carry the FSC logo, 
ie certified by the Forest 
Stewardship Council. 


Sparrows and starlings 
are in serious decline. 
Putting a nestbox high in 
the eaves will help local 
populations (entrance 
hole 32 mm for sparrows, 
45 mm for starlings and 
larger box).

IT’S ALL IN 
THE DETAIL 



A S reputations go, McLaren’s is pretty much 
as good as it gets. Unlike most of its 
counterparts McLaren has created road car 
projects following on from its daily grid at the front 
of the FI grid, not the other way round. And the 
only other road car in its back catalogue is the FI; a 
£634,000 all-carbon missile built without 
compromise, a car that cracked 240mph and held 
several world records - including the title of the 
world’s fastest production car - for over a decade. 

Only now have the final production-specification cars 
reached the road, and the prospect of road car project 
number two is a hugely enticing one when you understand 
that it was designed and is built with the same near¬ 
fetishist attention to detail that goes into its racing cars. As 
a simple example, one of the many weight-saving 
measures is the use of wiring that is hexagonal in cross 
section rather than round; that saves you 4kgs. 

But the most important measure is the carbonfibre 
chassis or MonoCell in McLaren-speak. They claim a 
saving of 75kgs over a comparable aluminium structure, 
and what that does for strength too is massive; you can 
actually drive a bodiless chassis as all the panels bar the 
roof have no bearing on the car’s integrity. 

That body is a thing of functional beauty however, and 
rather than grabbing attention for the sake of it you can see 
why there are scoops, vents and curves where they need to 
be. The rear wing is discreet when it is stowed, it pops up 
only when needed (or if you want the extra downforce) or 
when it is acting as an air brake. It doesn’t follow fashion, 
it follows function, and it appeals to the head and the heart 
as a result. 

You get the same impression from the snug cockpit. 
There’s a low-key centre console (even though everything 
is beautifully finished) with a slick touchscreen panel in 
the centre that takes care of most functions. The view out 
is superb, and the driving position gets you in the mood, 
particularly the gearshift paddle which is actually one 
piece across the back of wheel - just like in the FI cars. 

Finger the starter button and the McLaren-designed 3.8- 
litre twin-turbocharged V8 fires up quickly and with a 
characterful blare - forget anything you’ve heard about it 
being too quiet - and with the automated transmission in D 
it rumbles away with total ease. Sedate driving on local 
roads shows that the MP4-12C can do co mf ortable and 
quiet. The Active Dynamics Panel is a pair of switches on 


the centre console, one for Power and one for Handling. 
With them all turned down the ride is tightly controlled but 
comfortable and the engine is aurally present but doesn’t 
disturb. You notice the easy torque available with just the 
lightest brush of the throttle and the measured, consistent 
response from the steering, but beautifully judged; it’s 
possible to forget for a moment that you’re driving 
something capable of over 200mph which is exactly what 
you need should you be lucky enough to drive one every 
day. 

But some track action is the only way to find out what the 
McLaren can really do, and handily McLaren arranged 
some laps around the Top Gear test track at Dunsfold. Even 
with everything still switched to its lowest setting, the 
MP4-12C attacks the straights and bends with vigour. In a 
straight line the performance is delivered with silken 
brutality, a purposeful roar from the exhaust and each 
gearchange firing through in a fraction of a second. 

Instead of traditional anti-roll bars the MP4-12C has 
adaptive damping, but this is much more than the 
marketing gimmick you find on some cars. Roll is 
remarkably absent regardless of the setting yet the ride 
comfort never diminishes. Turn everything up to Track 
mode and the unmuffled roar from the engine sounds 
borderline illegal, the gearchanges snap through even 
quicker and the body remains incredible composed and 
level however hard you push. 

And you will push hard, because the MP4-12C is 
working hard to help you out. It has a brake steer system 
that applies measure braking pressure to an inside wheel as 
you enter a bend. You can feel it working but at no point do 
you feel that the car is doing all the work for you, instead 
you’re just left feeling like a hero and that you’ve extracted 
every possible ounce of performance from the car. 

This is not a car for everyone, aside from the sticker 
price. It doesn’t shout about its performance, it doesn’t 
have the outrageous curves of a concept car to attract 
impressionable young ladies and it does the boring 
everyday stuff extremely well. And yet when you decide to 
exploit all it has to offer it displays a monumental ability to 
flatter and thrill the driver whilst simply demolishing the 
most challenging of roads. This is a car that will keep on 
giving, years after you’ve signed on the dotted line. Above 
all, it’s a car for and by those who really understand what 
driving is all about.
